Dr. Albert Bushoell Hart Defends 
Characters of Lincoln and 
Washington 


A defense of the “two greatest 
figures In the history of the United 
States," George Washington and 
Abraham Lincoln, was the theme 
of the address delivered by Dr. Al- 
bert Bushnell Hart, historian tor 
the George Washington Bicentennial 
Commission at the Winter Convoca- 
tion of The George Washington 
University held Monday, February 
23, at Constitution Hall. Dr. Hart 
vigorously assaulted the so-called 
"debunkers" who would malign the 
characters of great Americans to 
enrich their own private purses. 

Following selections by John Rus- 
sell Mason, organist, assistant 11. 
brarlan of the University, the aca- 
demic procession entered the hall 
led by Elmer Louis Kayser, Uni- 
versity marshal. The president of 
the University, the provost of the 
University, members of the board 
of trustees, the deans, faculties and 
members of the graduating classes, 
made up the procession. 

Dr. James Shera Montgomery, 
chaplain of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and pastor of the Metro- 
politan Methodist Episcopal Church, 
offered the Invocation and pro 
nounced the benediction. 

Dr. William Allen Wilbur, Pro 
vost of the University, introduced 
the deans of the various schools,

The History Department an- 
nounces that during the school year, 
starting next September, there will 
be offered a new two-semester pro- 
seminar course on the Problems of 
Washington's Presidency, taught by 
Professor Samuel Flagg Bemls. 

The Department Is offering this 
course In the hope that it will meet 
the demands for the careful study 
ot an Important phase of the life 
of George Washington, In connec- 
tion with the universal Interest cre- 
ated by plans for the Bicentennial 
Celebration. 

Most people see the greatest In- 
terest in the study of George Wash- 
ington In the part which he played 
In the American Revolution. His 
relations! to the Revolution have 
been dwelt on more by students 
and historians than his role as 
President; but It was under Wash- 
ington's presidency that the founda- 
tions of American foreign policy 
were defined. 

The rich material in the Library 
ot Congress. Its collection of Wash- 
ingtonians, and the new edition 
of Writing* of George Washington 
now being published by the Blcen 
tepnlel Commission, will put *t the 
disposal of mature student* * vast 
amount of material dealing with the 
political activities of the man who 
waa celled the "Father of Hie 
Country." 

It le odly fitting that The George 
Washington University, named after 
the "Father of Hie Country." and 
located lp the capital of this nation, 
which capital la also named after 
him, ehonld give a coarse of this 
nature at that time. It will be the 
History Department'! contribution 
to the Bicentennial Celebration of 
Washington'* birth. 


Cincinnati and the last In Wash- 
ington. The negative of the ques- 
tion ; "Resolved, That the Ontario 
Method of Liquor Control Should 
Be Substituted for the eighteenth 
Amendment to the Federal Consti- 
tution," will be supported by George 
Washington University In both In- 
stances. Ralph R. Gtlby and James 
Ronald will compose the team.

The adopted question It, "Resolved, 
That An Amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constltulon Should Be Adopted 
Which Shall Repeal the Eighteenth 
Amendment and Institute a System 
of Federal Manufacture and Sale of 
Intoxicating Liquors.” 

These will be the first two de- 
bates In a series of eight, which 
have been planned for the season. 
Teams which will be met- later 
are: University of Oklahoma, New 
York University, Syracuse Univer- 
sity, and the University of West 
Virginia, all at Washington. A re- 
turn debate with New York Univer- 
sity will take place In New York 
and on the same trip the team meets 
Boeton University.

Judges for Contest 
The committee of Judges for the con- 
test will Include Clyde B- Altohlson, 
director of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission Glee Club and a nation- 
ally known musician, and Knrt Hotzel, 
leading Washington pianist and 
composer.

The Middle Atlantic Glee Club con- 
tests are a regional development 
through which a representative of this 
section Is selected for the national In- 
tercollegiate glee olub contest, held 
annually In New York City, with the 
purpose of furthering musical de- 
velopment and appreciation in univer- 
sities thoughout the country. The 
first . Middle Atlantic contest, held 
In February, 1930, was won by the 
George Washington- Glee Club, 
which later was declared victor In 
the national contest at New York. 
Chib Works Hard 
Under the leadership of Dr. and 
Mrs. Robert H. Harmon, the George 
Washington Glee Club has been 
making strenuous preparations to 
retain Its national championship. 
Since the club’s organization in 
October, rehearsals have been held 
twice Weekly. Frequent concerts 
have been given locally, including 
engagements over radio station 
WRC, and at functions of the Uni- 
versity Club of Washington, the 
Alabama. Massachusetts, Tennessee 
nd Utah state societies, the Cathe- 
dral Chapter ol the Eastern Star, 
and Sibley Memorial Hospital.

consider the true facts of the case. The incident was unfortunate'*' 
in only one respect— that the story "broke” as it did. The Ath- 
letic Council had specifically decided to permit Catholic University 
to announce the “break,” which a letter to that school was in- 
tended to convey. That one member of the Council betrayed his 
trust and gave the facts prematurely to one of the newspapers, 
was unfortunate. 

But considering the facts governing the Council in its de- 
cision, it is evident that true wisdom was behind! its action on 
the split. In the first place, the G. W,-C. U. game was NOT a 
money-maker for both schools, as uninformed "gentlemen of the 
pre»s” would have the public believe. George Washington never 
realraed a cent during the years that the game was played at the 
Catholic University Stadium as C. U’s “home game” — a game to 
which C. U. students were admitted on presentation of their ath- 
letic ticket, while G. W. fans paid. Moreover, the profits realized

Speech at Boston Points Out 
Handicaps in Teaching of 

Spanish 

■ 

“Educationally considered, the 
knowledge of languages and the 
ability to use them are at the bot- 
tom democratic, not aristocratic, at- 
tributes,” said Dean Henry Grattan 
Doyle in an address given at the 
fourteenth annual meeting of tne 
American Association of Teachers 
of Spanish, held In Boston, MAsb., 
December 26. * 

Aside from the natural barrier 
between people of different lan- 
guages and the geographical isola- 
atlon of the United States from 
foreign cultures, there are, accord- 
ing to Dean Doyle, certain inexcus- 
able handicaps to the teaching of 
Spanish'. 

The first of these, he says, is a 
feeling of superiority to other races 
that too often betrays itself in 
speech and action, and is most 
marked in the British and Ameri- 
cans, although the latter are more 
aggressive and loud in this “small 
town’’ racial superiority, called by 
the dean “Little Americanism.” _ , 

“Closely allied to this is a gen- 
eral prejudice against the Latin na- 
tions In general, and the Spanish-; 
speaking peoples in particular. Com- 
mon misconceptions — that they are 
cruel, and brutal, and bloodthlrtey, 
and Immoral — go back to the 
wretched propaganda first spread 
about Spain when ehe was the po- 
litical and military opponent, in 
turn, of most of the other great 
nations of Europe, and repeated 
ceaselessly ever since by the unin- 
formed and prejudiced.” 

The final handicap stressed is 
the association of a knowledge of 
foreign languages with the “super- 
ficial” social graces. On the con- 
trary, Dean Doyle asserts that lan- 
guages open the door to communion 
with one's fellow men; they are as- 
sets in the broad, not the narrow 
“high-society” sense. 

“Particularly Is this true of 
Spanish, the language of more than 
one-half of this hemisphere, and 
the gateway to a knowledge of the 
life and culture of millions of 
everyday, decent, well-meaning peo- 
ple like ourselves.”

Botany Students Finishes 
Research Work On Rhst 

Experiment Makes Important Con- 
tribution to Science 

C. Frederick Andrus, who on 
Monday, February 23, received bis 
A. B. degree from Columbian Obl- 
lege with distinction and with high 
honors In Botany, has made an Im- 
portant . contribution to science 
through his work on a rust organ- 
Ism which haa puzzled botanlzts 
for fifty years. 

Mr. Andrud entered the University 
In 1926 as a day student. Shortly 
afterward he secured a position 
with the Department of Agriculture 
In the Plant Industry Bureau aud 
pursued hie studies at night. After 
a time as laboratory assistant, Mr. 
Andrua was assigned the problem 

of Investigating the rust organism 
which attacks cow peas and beans. 
Previous unsuccessful efforts of 
scientists to find out anything defi- 
nite about the life history of these 
pests served only to whet the young 
man’e zeal. 

Since September," 1920; he haa 

devoted his attention to thla Im- 
portant problem and finally suc- 

ceeded In working out the sox cycle 
of the rust.

(a) one copy lu the form of a clipping, 
bo trimmed ss to eliminate any indica- 
tion of the source, and pasted on reg- 
ular size copy paper, or plain white 
paper; (b) one copy, marked, of the 
complete leans of the publication In 
which the contribution appeared. 

8. A statement, signed by the Editor-

advisor, or other responsible officer of 
the publication, must accompany the 
two copies of the contribution. This 
statement must give the name and ad- 
dress of the author and certify that he 
le a regularly enrolled undergraduate 
student in the Instltutlofi. 

4. While It it recommended that edi- 
torial boards or edltore-ln-chlef sub- 
mit a selection, properly attested, of 
the three beet editorials and three 
beet news stories published In their 
respective journals during the year, 
the judges will consider on the same 
basis all properly attested contribu- 
tions, whether submitted under thla 
plan or by Individuals, provided the 
conditions stated above are complied 
with.
